DETAILED ACTION 

This office action is response to applicant's paper number 7 filed on 1 1/25/02. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

2. Claims 1-12, 14-27, 29-33 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Peterson (US 5,568,714). 

Peterson discloses multiple pane insulating glass unit with insulating space comprising 
first, second sidewalls 34, 34, a first, a second transverse wall portions 32, 32 
interconnecting sidewall portions, transverse wall portion 32 being configured to permit 
sidewall portions to move alternately towards and away from one another in response to 
inwardly and outwardly directed forces exerted by glass panes 14, seam portions, a 
plurality of tab portions 46 formed on edges of first, second webs portions 24, 25, 
forming a overlap, underlap sliding interfit with tab portions 32 on the same plane having 
rectangular outer end, first, second edge faces, ribs 36, 38, a particulate desiccant 
material 45 disposed within hollow interior of tubing 16 forming by rolling stainless steel 
tubular structure. (See figs. 2-4). The spacer-frame bars are commonly made of 
aluminum or metal (col. 1, lines 23-30), sealing body 44 mounted between the outer of 
the edges of the glass panes 14 outside of the spacer frame tubing 16. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

3. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

4. Claims 13 and 28 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Peterson (US 5,568,714) in view of Peterson (US 5,581,971). 

Peterson '714 disclosed the structural elements for the glass spacer except for the 
tubing has a generally rectangular cross-section. 

Peterson ('971 ) teaches glass spacer bar for use in multipane window construction 
having a spacer 10 has an essentially rectangular cross section and hollow. 
At the time of the invention, it would have been obvious to a person of ordinary skill in 
the art to modify and combine Peterson (714) invention with Peterson's (971) for 
rectangular in cross-section tub. The motivation for doing so would have been to 
provide more variety in shapes for desirable applications. 

Response to Arguments 

5. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1 -33 have been considered but are 
moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection. 

Conclusion 

6. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Farbstein (US 5,851,627), (US 5,424,111), Peterson (US 
6,351,923).
